The numerous outrages perpetrated 
by negroes believed to he discharged 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
have aroused the public to an intense 
degree. 
'The negro was dressed in the full

Some of those dis­

Commander Declines to Talk. 


Major Penrose, commanding officer 
at. Fort Reno, when asked w’hat action 
he had taken, and whether the roll of 
the troops at the fort had been called, 
refused to discuss the case. 
“I am getting sick of this business,” 
he said. 
‘‘Every time a crime is com­ 
mitted it is laid to the negro soldiers. 
I won’t tell anything about what has 
been done, further than to say that 
we are doing all in our power to aid 
in the apprehension of the guilty.”

Philadelphia,

29.—Alexander 
Johnston 
Cassatt, 
president of 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company and 
one of the foremost railroad men and 
financiers in the co untry, died sudden­ 
ly at his residence here. 
Mr. Cassatt, 
who was a little more than sixty-seven 
years of age. was stricken with heart 
disease shortly before 1 o’clock and 
died before assistance could lie given 
him. 
His malady 
is known profes­ 
sionally 
as “the 
Stokes-Adams syn- 
brone.” 
Though Mr. Cassatt’s death was en­ 
tirely unexpected, he had bom In Iii 
health for nearly a year. 
His condi­ 
tion was aggravated bv an attack of 
whooping cough, which he contracted 
from his grandchildren while at Bar 
Harbor in September. 
He never en­ 
tirely recovered from the effects of the 
attack hut was much improved by a 
•est. and early in October began going 
regularly to his office. 
Shortly after­ 
ward he was again stricken, having 
contracted a heavy cold. 
During No­ 
vember he was sufficiently recovered 
from his Illness to resume his visits to 
Broad street station and lie continued 
attending lo important matters until 
his birthday, Dec. 8. 
After celebrat­ 
ing the event with his family he never 
returned to his duties. 
Mr. Cassatt spent much of his time 
driving and was out last Monday. Sub­ 
sequently he was known to have been 
confined to his bed hut even then his 
condition was not regarded as alarm­ 
ing. 
While not feeling entirely well, 
Air. Cassatt arose in tho morning hut 
remained in his room. 
He seemed to 
lie in good spirits and his family had 
no thought of his death. 
Shortly be­ 
fore 1 o’clock, while sitting in a chair 
in his apartments, he suffered an acute 
heart attack and became unconscious. 
His wife and 
his daughter, 
Mrs. W. 
Plunkett Stewart, were with him and 
his private physician, Dr. J. H. Mus­ 
s e s was summoned, hut Mr. Cassatt 
was dead when the physician arrived. 


Caused Much Astonishment. 
The news of Mr. Cassatt’s death was 
at once flashed to the financial and 
business sections of the city, causing 
much astonishment, since the public 
and even 
his closest 
business asso­ 
ciates were given to understand that 
he was not seriously ill. 
The announcement of Air. Cassatt’s 
death caused grief to every official and 
employe in the Pennsylvania railroad 
offices, with whom 
he was popular. 
The effect of his death upon the local 
stock market was slight. 
The event caused a great shock In 
the Pennsylvania’s offices, and for a 
time 
business 
was practically 
sus­ 
pended. 
His condition had not been 
thought such as to suggest any defi­ 
nite arrangements for the succession 
to the presidency and the hoard of di­ 
rectors will hot meet to transact offi­ 
cial business until after the funeral. 
Some months ago Air. Cassatt made 
changes 
In the organization 
of Hie 
company, which put 
new' duties on 
some 
of the higher 
officials. 
First 
Alee 
President 
Green will 
a s s u m e 
charge of the affairs of the railroad 
company for the present. 
The operation of the railroad in the 
past year Is said to have had much to 
do with Hie breaking of Mr. Cassatt’s 
health. 
He had just gone to Europe 
for a resit 
when the 
sensational de­ 
velopments in the interstate commerce 
commission investigation of rebates 
brought him home and he threw him­ 
self into the breach in order to bring 
about on amicable settlement of tho 
question 
at issue. 
Deprived 
of his 
rest abroad 
lie plunged Into 
routine 
work 
lint *1 he went to Bar 
Harbor, 
where In I ts overworked state he con­ 
tracted whooping cough. 
Aside from being the head of tin 
Pennsylvania railroad, Mr. Cassatt was 
president of six other companies and 
a director in twenty three concerns, 
principally transportation, 
hank and 
trust companies. 
His wealth is est.1- 
muted at between $50,000,000 and $75, 
000,000.

Each County a Representative 


In the Legislature. 
St. 1*0til, Dec. 27. 
When the re np 
portionment of tho legislative districts 
shall corno before the next legislature 
many changes are expected, especially 
in the direction of assuring some repre­ 
sentation to every county in tho state. 
One plan suggested is to have at leu-t 
one representative from each county, 
whether the county In* large or small. 
At present eleven counties have no 
.separate representation in tho legisla­ 
ture while thirty three have no senator 
and twenty urn* no representative. 
In 
a district having more than one respre- 
sentative, the distribution is often a 
matter of chance, especially since tho 
introduction of the primary election 
law. 
Home districts th a t have more than 
one representative have been divided 
the Thirty fourth 
senatorial, for 
in 
stance, being separated into three dis­ 
tricts, each e'ecting its own representa- 
tive 
but other districts that have more 
than one respresentatfVe elect them at 
largo. 
In the fifty seventh district, 
Stevens county has both representatives. 
(inuit the senator and Traverse noth­ 
ing. 
In the Forty-fifth Anoka has the 
senator, Sherburne two representatives, 
Isanti one and Mille Lacs nothing. 
In the Fifty first district, which in ­ 
cludes Lake and Cook counties and 
part of St. Louis county, St. Louis has 
the senator and both representatives. 
Stearns county has two senators and 
three representatives, for St. Cloud in 
that county is included with Benton 
county in the Forty-seventh, and the 
senator and 
representative from that 
district come from the city of St. Cloud 
Cass county is without representatives.

A., one ol the 
best known church architects now Iiv- i 
ing, and Henry Vaughan of Boston, 
his pupil, recently visited Washington 
ami have now left for their homes to ( 
prepare plans for the new Cathedral of j 
St. Deter and St. Paul, which the l ’rot- j 
estant Episcopal church proposes to 
erect at Mount St. Albans, says a j 
Washington correspondent of the Neyv , 
York Herald. 
This editlee, which will overlook the . 
city of Washington, will be the largest 
cathedral of any denomination iii the 
United States. 
Us cost will exceed i 
$2,(MN),OOO. 
Although the Protestant 
Episcopal church In the I tilted States 
has no central bead, like the (.'buroll of 
England bas in the archbishop of ('fin- J 
terbury, yet the "National cathedral,” ; 
as many churchmen now call it, will | 
have a thoroughly national Interest for 
all members of the denomination in 
America. 
Fourniers of the cathedral in the dio­ 
cese of Washington as well as its sup­ 
porters among Episcopalians of the e n ­ 
tire country hope their work wilt in a 
measure realize a dream of George 
Washington. 
As his plan for the city 
of Washington was laid out by Major 
I / En fa ut it provided for (lie location 
on tin* i ii amt site of the patent oliice 
of a National Christian church, con­ 
nected with no denomination, but for 
public functions. 
It is Ute it ope of t Ii** t >u n tiers of tile 
Cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul 
that, "amid all tile majestic civic build­ 
ings in the capital of tile country it 
will stand 
tis ti 
witness for Jesus 
Christ aud his religion” and that "the 
cathedral will stand for unity among 
Christians and be an influence for the 
reunion of Christendom.” 
d bl* cathedral site, comprising a tract 
of forty !i< i'es, beautifully wooded with 
oaks and other noble forest trees, cov­ 
ers the brow of a hill nearly 4<hi feet 
above 
tin* 
lower level 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue and Is located at the 
junction of Massachusetts and George­ 
town avenues. 
The cathedral will be 
almost tit the summit of this elevation 
and will comm and ti view of the en ­ 
tire capital.
